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PTAIN FREMONT’S SECOND 
EXPLORING EXPEDITION. 
ust 29.--We find the following 
Py oe of the most degraded tribe 
of Indians yet discovercd on our Conti» 
pent—-the root-diggers: 

‘We had now entered a country inhab- 
ited by these people; and as in the course 
of our vovage we shall frequently meet 
with them in variovs stoges of existence. 
it will bo well to inform you that scat: 
tered over the great region west of the 
Rocky Mountoins and south of the Great 
Snake river, are numerous indians whose 


~-gubsistence is almost solely derived from 


rocts and seeds, and such small animals 
as chance and grest good fortune some 
times bring withio their reach. They 
are miserably poor, armed only with bows 
and arrows, or clubs, and as the country 
they inhabit is almost destitute of game, 
they have no means of obtaining better 
aris. In the northern part of the region 
just mentioned, they live generally in 
solitaty families; and farther tothe south, 
they are gathered together in villages. 
Those who live together in villages 
strengthened by associaton, are in exclu- 
sive possession of the more genial and 
richer parts of the country; while the 
others are driven to the ruder mountains, 
and to the more hospitable parts of the 
country. But by simply observing, in 
accompanying us along our road, you 
will become better acquainted with these 
people than we could muke you in any 
other thau ae very long deer and 
you will find them worthy of your inter. 
est. 

Roots, seeds and grass, every vegeta- 
ble that affurds any nourishment, and ev- 


living animal thing, insect or worm. 


they eat. Nearly approaching to th 
lower an mal creation, their sole employ 
ment is to obtain food; and they are con- 
stautly occupied in a struggle to support 
existence.’ 

The rapid and wasteful destruction of 

the buffalo in these western wildernesscs 
has been often ali.ded to and lamented 
by travelers, yet the subject is of so 
much importance that we cannot omit 
Captain Fremont's very sensible obser 
vations upon it. On August 30, in lat 
itude 42 deg. 14 min. 22 sec. and long: 
tude (about) 112: 
’ -A number of Indians came to visit us 
and several men were sent to the villag: 
with goods, tobacco, knives, cloth, ver- 
million, and the usual trinkets to ex. 
change for provisions. But they had nv 
game of any bind; and it was difficult to 
obiain any roots from them, as they were 
miserably poor, and had but little to spare 
from their winter stock of previsions. 
Several of the Indians drew aside their 
blankets. showing me their lean and bony 
figures: and | would not any longer tempt 
them with a display of our merchandize 
to part with their wretched subsistence. 
when they gave os a reason that it would 
expose them to temporary starvation. A 
great portion ofthe region inhabited by 
this nation formerly aveunded in game: 
the buffalo ranging about in herds, as we 
had found them on the eastern waices, 
aud the plains dotted with scattered band. 
of antelope; but so elt have they dis- 
eppeared within the last few years, that 
now, as we journeyed slong, an occasion 
al buffalo skull anda few wild antelopes 
were all that remained of the abundance 
which had covered the country with eni- 
ma! life. 

The extraordinary repidity with which 
the buffalo is disappearing from our terri- 
tories will not appear surprising wheu we 
remember the great scale on which their 
destruction is yearly carried on. With 
inconsiderable exceptions, the business 
of the American trading posts is carried 
on ia their skins; every year the Indian 
villages make new lodges for which the 
skin of the buffalo furnish the material; 
and in that portion of the country where 
they are still found, the Indinas derive 
their entire support from them, and 
slaughter them with thoughtless and 
abominable extravigance. Like the In- 
dians themselves, they have been a char- 
acteristic of the great west; and as, like 
them, they are visibly diminishiog, it will 
be interesting to throw a glance back- 
ward through the last twenty years, and 
give some account of their former disiri- 
bution through the country. and the limit 
of their wesiern range. 

Ca September 6th, the party obtained 
the first view of the object of their 
anxious search, the Great Salt Lake: 

_ “The waters of the Inland Sea, stretch. 
ing in still and solitary grandeur far be- 
yond the limit of our vision. It was one 


of the great points of the exploration; aod 


as we looked eagerly over the lake in the 
first emotions of excited pleasure, | am 
doubtful if the followers of Balboa fel: 
more enthusiasm when, from the heights 
of the Andes, they saw for the first time 
the great Western Ocean. It was cers 
tainly a magnificent object, and a noble 
terminus to this p*rt our expedition ; 
and to travellers so ‘ong shut up among 
mountain ranges. a sudden yiew over the 
expanse of silent waters had in it some~ 
thing sublime. Several large islands 
raised their high rocky heads out of the 
waves; but whether or not they were 
timbered was still left to our imagination, 
as the distance was too great to determine 
if the dark hues upon them were wood- 
land or naked rock. ~ During the day the 
clouds had been gathering black over the 
mountains to the westward, and, while we 
were looking. a storm burst down with 
sudden fury upon the lake, and entirely 
hid the is'ands from our view. So faras 
we could see, along its shores, there was 
not a solitary tree, aad but little appear- 
ance of grass; and on Weber’s Fork a 
few mi'es below our last encampment, the 
timber was gathered into groves, and then 
disappeared entirely.” 
The voyage on the lake, and the pre- 
liminary anticipations are thus graphical~ 
ly described: 
“With Mr. Preuss and myself, Carson, 
Bernier and Basil Lajeunesse, had been 
selected for the boat eapedition—the first 
ever attempted on this interior sea; and 
Badeau, with Derosier, and Jacob (the 
colored man) were to be left in charge of 
the camp. We were favored with most 
delightful weather. To night there was 
a most brilliant sunset of golden orange 
and green, which left the western sky 
clear and beautifully pure, but cloucs in 
the east made me lose an occulativn. The 
summer frogs were singing around ws. 
und the evening was very ploasant, with 
a temperature of 60 deg—a night of a 
more southern autumn. For our supper 
we had yampah, the most agreeably fia. 
vored of the roots, seasoned by a smal! 
fat duck, which had come in the way of 
lncoh’s rifle Around our fire to night 
were many speculations on what to mor- 
row would bring forth. and :a our busy 
‘onjectures we fancied that we should 
‘find every one of the large isis nds tan. 
sled wilderness of trees and shrubbery. 
teeming with game of every description 
that the neighboring region afforded, and, 
which the foot of a white man or Indian 
had never violaird. Frequently during 
the day clouds had rested on the summits 
of their lofty mountains, and w> believed 
‘wat we should find clear streams and 
prings of fresh water ; and we indulged 
in aaticipations of Juxurious repasts with 
which we were to indennify ourselves 
fur past privations. Neither, in our dis-| 
cussions. were the whirlpool and other 
mysterious dangers forgotton. which 
lian and hunter's stories attributed to this 
unexplored lake. The men had discov- 
red, that, instead of being strongly sew-~ 
od, (like that of the preceding year, which 
had so triumphantly rode the cannons of 
‘he Upper Great Platte,) our present was 
mly pasted together in a very insecure 
manner, the maker having been a'lowed 
40 little tome in the construction, that he 
was obliged to crowd the labor of two 
months into several gays. The insecuri 
tv of the boat was senvidly feit by us; 
and, mingled with the enthusiasm and ex- 
citement that we all felt at the prospect 
of an undertaking which had never before 
heen accomplished, was a certain impres. 
sion of danger, sufficient to give a serious 
character to our conversation. The mo- 
mentary view which had beeo had of the 
‘ake the day before, its great extent aad 
rugged islands, dimly seea amidst the dark 
“eters in the obscurity of the sudden 
storm, were well calculated to heighten 
the idea of undefieed danger with which 
the lake was generally associated. 
Seplember calm, clear day, with 
& sunrise temperature of dl deg. Ila view 
vl our present enterprise, a part of the 
equipment of the boat bad been made to 
consist 10 three air-tight bags. about three 
feet long, and capable each of cortaining 
five gallons. These had been filled with 
water the night befnre, and were now 
placed in the boat, wits our blankets and 
instruments, Consisting of q sextant, tele- 
scope, spy glass, thermomete: and barome 
ter. 
On September 9, the day was clear 
and calm ; the thermometer at suprixe at 
49°. Asis usual with the trappers ep 
the eve of any enterprise, our people had 
made dreams, and theirs happened to be 
a bad one—one which always preceded 
evil—and consequently they looked very 
gloomy this morning; but we hurried 
through our breakfast in order to make 
an early start, and have all the day for 
our adventure. The channel in a short 
distance became so shaliow that our navi- 
gation was at an end, being merely a 
sheet of soft mud, with a few inches of 
water, and sometimes none at all, forming 
the low-water shore of the lake. All this 
place was absoluleiy covered with flocks 
of screaming plover. We took off our 
clothes, and, getting overboa: d. commenc- 
ed dragging the boat—magking by this 
operation a very curious trail, anda very 


j disagreeable smell ia stirring up the mud,

as we cank above the knee at every step 


The water here was still fresh, with only 
an insipid and disagreeable taste, proba- 
bly derived from the hed of fetid mud. 
Aftor proceeding in this way about s 
mile, we caine to a smal! ridge on the 
bottom, beyond which the water became 
suddenly salt, beginning gradually to 
deepen, and the bottom: was sandy and 
firm. It wasa remarkable division, sep- 
arating the [resh water of the rivérs fron” 
the briny water of the lake, which war 
entirely saturated with common salt. 
Pushing our litt!e vessel across the nar- 
row boundary, we sprang on board, and 
at length were afloat on the waters of the 
unknown sea. 

«We did not steer for the mountainous 
island, but directed our course towards a 
lower one, which had been decided we 
should first visit, the summit of which 
was formed like the crater at the upper 
end of Bear river valley. So long as we 
could touch the bottom with our paddles 
we were very gay; but "gradually, as the 
water deepened, we became mure stil! 
in our frail batteau of gum cloth dis 
tended with air and with pasted seams. 
Although the day was very calm there 
was a considerable swell on the lake; and 
there were white putches of foam on the 
surface, which were moving to the south- 
ward, indicating the set of a current in 
that direction, and recalling the recollec- 
tion of the whirlpool stories. The water 
vontinued to deepen as we advanced, the 
lake becoming almost transparently clear, 
of an extremely beautiful bright green 
color; and the spray, which was thrown 
into the boat and over our clothes, was 
directly converted into a crust of common 
salt, which covered also our hands and 
arms. ‘Captain.’ said Carson. who for 
some time had been looking suspicious! v 
at some whitening appearances outside 
the nearest islands, ‘what are those yon 
der? Won't you just take a look with 
the glass?’ We ceased paddling for 
a moment, and found them to be the caps 
of the waves that were beginning to break 
under the force of a strong breeze that 


was coming up the lake. The form o! 
ine boat seemed to be an admirable one, 


and it rode on the waves like a water~bird; 
but atthe same time it was extremely 
slow in its progress. When we were a 
little more than half way across the reach 
two of the divisions between the cylinders 
guve way, and it required the constant 
use of the beliows to keep in a sufficient 
quantity of air. For a long time we 
scarcely seemed to approach our island, 
but gradually we worked across the rough 
er sea of the open channel into the smooth 
er water under the ‘ee of the island; and 
began to discover what we took for a long 
row of pilicens ranged on the beach were 
only low cliffs whitened with silt by the 
spray of the waves: and about noon w. 
reached the shore, the transparency o! 
the water enabling us to see the bottom at 
a considerable depth. 

*It was a handsome broad beach where 
we landed, behind which the hill, :9to 
which the island was gathered, rose some- 
what abruptly; and a point of rock at one 
end enclosed it in a shellering way, and, 
as there was an abundance of drift wood 
along the shore, it offered usa pleasan! 
encampment. We did not suffer our 
fragile boat to touch the sbarp rocks; but 
getting overboard, discharged the baggage. 
and, lifting h gently out of the water, 
carried it to the upper part of the oeach, 
which was composed of very small frag- 
ments of rock." 

‘Carrying with us the barometer and 
other instruments, in the afternoon we 
ascended to the highest point of the island; 
a bare rocky peak, eight hundred feet 
above the lake. Standing on the summit, 
we enjoyed an extended view of the lake, 
enclosed in a basin of rugged mountains, 
which sometimes left marshy flats and 


extensive Lottoms between them and the 
shore, and in other places came directly 


down into the water with bold and pre- 
cipitous bluffs Following with our glasses | 
the irregular shores, we searched for | 


other rivers, but the distance was so} 
great that wecould make out nothing | 
with certainty. To the southward, sev. | 


extent—here and there a rocky islut ap- 
pouring above the water at a great dis~' 
tance; and beyond, every thing wa- 
vague and undefined. 

As we looked over the vast expanse of 
water spread out beneath-us, and straiced 
our eyes along the silent shores over 
which hung so much doubt sad uncertain- 
ty, and which were so full of interest to 
us, | could hardly repress the almost ir- 
resistible desire to Continue our explora- 
tion; but the lengthening snow on the 
mountains was a plain indicstion of the 
advancing season, and our frail linen boat 
‘ppeared so insecure that | was unwilling 
to trust our lives to the uncertainties of 
the lake. I therefore unwiJlingly resol- 
ved 'o0 terminate our survey here, and re- 
main satisfied for the present with what 
we had been alble,to add to the unknown 
geography of the regwn. We felt plea- 
‘ure also in remembering that we were 
the first who, in the traditionary annals 
of the country, had visited the islands. 
and broken, with the cheerful sound of 
human voices, the long solitude of the 
place. From the point where we were 
standing, the ground felboff on evéry side

“At sunset, the temperature was 70} 
deg. We had arrived just in time tw 
obtain a meridian altitude of the sun, 
and other observations were obtained

Dear Sir:—You will be astonished 
when | inform you that | have been driv 
eo from my house and the Post Office, 
which | was appointed to fill a few weeks 
since. The forte are as follows:—The 
notorious Levi Williame has been at the 
head of a mob, in this county, for some 
seven or eight days, burning the buildings 
of the cilizens of the county known a» 
Mormons, and | publicly disapproved of 
this proceeding. Night before last the 
Sheriff of this county, J. B. Bockenctos, 
afier having been out through the county 
to sumMMON posse to suppres* this riot. 
ous proceeding, came to my house, at 
Wersaw, to ascertain how much assist- 
ance he teuld procure to quell thie o ob, 
and informed me vine: he had been pur- 
sued by three armed men. Ohertly after 
his arrival, | was informed by several 
personal friends that his life was in great 
danger if he left town that night. | in- 
formed him, ead advised him to remain 
over night. In the morning he got a 
personal friend to guard him out of tow a. 
After be had gone some eight or nine 
miles, as | was informed, he was pursued 
by an armed force, from Carthage under 
full rua. Afier runni 500, 
he overtook some men in the aed 
summoned them in the name PP dome 
vle to protect him; one of the persee. 
raised @ gun to shoot him when he order 
ed his posse to fire, and one of his men 
killed a man by the name of F. A. Wor. 
rell, of Carthage; he was an officer of 
the Carthage Grays, the same who had 
charge of the Siniths when they were 
murdered. His body was brought into 
Warsaw, which created considerable ex- 
citement. My deputy Postmaster was 
absent, and | had to remain in the office 
(he most of the time, or ia sight of it.
